Although Michigan 
Department of Treasury of- 
ficials say Romulus ad- 
ministrators spent more than 
$800,000 in violation of their 
own city charter, the ad- 
ministrators appear to be 
unphased. 

In a report dated May 10, the 
treasury department in- 
dicated that the city spent 
$808, 0(H) in violation of several 
portions of the city charter. 

"In short, the city didn’t go 
through the usual procedures 
needed to appropriate funds,” 
said Alfred Westol, ad- 
ministrator of the treasury 
department local audit 
division 

“For the most part, the 
administration did not gain 
formal approval for the 
disbursements from the city 
council before spending the 
money.” he added 
CITY TREASURER Albert 
Glinski said the audit did not 
point out any criminal ac- 
tivities, but did show some 
deficiencies in the business 
operations of the city. 

“Despite the mix-up in 
procedures, the auditor told us 
this is one of the best — one of 
the cleanest - audits of a 
community he’s seen in a long 
time,” Glinski said. 

“We took their suggestions 
for change, and made changes 
in our procedures — 
something which is expected 
with every audit,” he added. 

Glinski blames the mix-up 
on the administration team’s 
newness to public office at the 
time of the audit. 

•WE TOOK 'I for granted 
that we would lulluw >1 e rule* * 
of township government,” he 
said ”lt was only until the 
audit that we found the 
township rules were in 
violation of our charter. 

“There were no audits in the 
township government — the 
trustees wouldn't approve one 
— so there was no way to find 
out what the faulty spending 
procedures were ” 

The audit found that $649,000 
in payroll expenses and 
another $159,000 for equip- 
ment and services in the city 
was spent without formal 
council approval or their 
inclusion on the city's warrant 
list. 

A w arrant list details all city 
expenditures, by check 
number, during a period of 
time specified by the city 
council Usually warrants 
come before the council once

“ONE OF THE charges,” 
City Clerk Leonard Folmar 
explained. ”is that we didn’t 
put every employe's payroll 
check on the warrant list 

“We didn’t know- we had to. 
That took care of the $649,000. 
We implemented a change 


immediately, and cleared up 
the problem.” 

Folmar said the remaining 
$159,000 alleged to have been 
spent without council ap- 
proval was approved in the 
city budget for the year 

“The council approved a 
lump sum expenditure,” 
Folmar said “We took that 


money to be used in each area 
covered by the budget. 

“YOU WON’T find any 
shortages, hut you will find 
some technicalities involved 
in the thing That's what got us 
into trouble.” 

Folmar added that more 
than $51,000 in expenditures 
made without the benefit of 


bids “were made with the 
city’s good at heart.” 

“We needed the equipment, 
and had to have it im- 
mediately. so we made the 
purchase,” he said. 

The purchases were mostly 
for replacement parts and 
equipment for the department 
of public works. 

ONE MAJOR purchase, 
however, was made to save 
the city money, according to 
Folmar. 

The city spent nearly $6,300

Progress ' sometimes has a heart

William Raeck has found that the “monster 
known as progress” sometimes has a heart 

The 72-year-old owner of a used goods business 
who was about to be put off the land he’s rented 
for four years, was given a reprieve by the 
trucking company which owns the land 

“I received a letter which stated I could stay 
on the land on a month-to-month basis until such 
time as the company needs the land," said 
Raeck, who has operated his business near the 
corner of Middlebelt and Northline Roads, 
Romulus, for the past four years as a means to 
keep busy in retirement. 

“I GUESS the company received the article 
The Romulus Roman did on my business, and 


reconsidered,” Raeck said 
Raeck was the subject of an article in the July 
25 edition of the Romulus Roman, in which he 
stated: “I guess you can’t stop progress But 
sometimes progress has to stop to let people live 
a decent life ” 

He had been renting the land for a nominal fee 
for the past four years from the estate of a 
friend, and was engaged in a type of “close out 
sale” to rid the property of his merchandise 
before he was scheduled to leave Aug 1 
The company was being forced to abandon 
property owned on Merriman Road due to air- 
port expansion to the south Raeck’s site was 
purchased by the trucking company to make 
arrangements for an eventual move to the area 
of the airport 

At the time Raeck said he would take a year off 


from the business, and then look for another 
location to start it up again, 

HE DIDN’T seem displeased that he could 
continue I enjoy this business, he said 
“Besides, business lias really boomed since 
the article People from all over mentioned it. 
and said they felt sorry for me 
“Well, for the time being. I won’t have to 
worry.” 

Raeck’s only concern is that the reprieve will 
eventually run its course 
“1 wanted a contract for renting the land,” he 
said, “but they wouldn’t listen to me. Instead. I 
got the letter.

Hart said that Detroit 
Recorder's Court made 
"startling progress" in 1972 in 
reducing its felony case 
backlog from 4,539 at the end 
of 1971 to 2,059 at the end of 
1972 

JUDGES disposed of 13,224 
felony cases in 1972, the 
greatest number in the court’s 
history and 570 more cases 
than in 1971. A total of 27.181 
felony and misdemeanor 
cases were commenced in 
Recorder’s Court in 1972, 
compared to 28,677 the year 
l)e fore 

Hart said a number of 
factors contributed to im- 
provement in the felony 
caseload. including the 
cooperation of the then 
Presiding Judge Joseph A. 
Gillis with the Supreme Court 
Committee for Wayne County 
and the Deputy Court Ad- 
ministrator Herbert D Levitt. 

Early disposition of cases 
was expedited, also, by 
assignment of three judges to 
hear pleas so that jury cases 
could proceed without in- 
terruption. In addition, the 
Supreme Court continued to 
assign 10 visiting judges as a 
part of the crash program 

Seven new Recorder’s Court 
judges w'ere elected in 
November, 1972, taking office 
January 1, 1973 This 

eliminates the need for 
visiting judges except in the 
greatest emergency 
situations. 

CASE VOLUMES in 1972 of 
the District Courts show- a 14.2 
per cent increase over 1971 of 
cases commenced, with 13.9 
per cent more cases disposed 
of by judges, magistrates and 
tiaffic court personnel. 

Probate judges handled 
13,902 delinquency cases and 
5,293 neglect cases in 1972. In 
1971. delinquency cases 
totaled 14,442 and neglect 
cases totaled 5,436.

State Board of Education 
approves millage issues 


Nearly 80 per cent of all 
school millage issues voted on 
in Michigan during the 1972-73 
school year year were ap- 
proved. according to the State 
Board of Education 
At the same time, voters 
rejected 68 per cent of the 
school bond issue questions 
that they balloted on during 
the 12-month period ending 
June 30 

A state board represen- 
tative said voters approved 
405 operational millage issues 
and defeated 111 It was the 
highest approval percentage 
in the six years the state board 
has monitored millage and 
bond issue elections 
In three of the previous five 
years, the approval rate was 
60.62 and 62 per cent of millage 
proposals while in two of the 
years 70 per cent of the 
millage proposals were ap- 
proved. 

More than half of the 
operational millage proposals 
were on the ballot in June of 
this year when the annual 


school elections are held 
Eighty-five per cent of the 318 
millage proposals voted on in 
June were approved 
The state board said that 
more than half of the millage 
proposals approved in June 
were for more than one year 
and several were for as manv 
as 10 years. About two-thirds 


ol the proposals were for 
renewal of millage while the 
others were for additional 
operating millage. 

The percentage of bond 
issues approved - 32 per cent - 
was about the same as it has 
been for the previous four 

years.

They come to escape fear of chest pains

CLEVELAND — They come to the Cleveland Clinic from 
all over the world to escape the tether of chest pains and to 
buv back the good years 

Some arrive by ambulance in the terror of a heart attack 
and full of fear of death at the next breath 

Others fly in from Australia or Brazil or drive their cars 
from Akron or Indianapolis, popping nitroglycerine pills to 
keep blood flowing through and around arteries clogged by 
hardened fat 

In an earlier day, a heart victim could first learn of his 
agony when it stopped while he slid into second base at a 
family picnic 

EACH GENERATION of cardiovascular researchers 
erase another part of the mystery There are still mountains 
to climb and fields to explore. 

For years the theory persisted, and still lingers, that heart 
attacks are caused by a blood clot in one or more arteries, 
coronary thrombosis. 

Latter day scholars dispite the diagnosis as simplistic and 
the charge is now heard in professional suites that 
pathologists are still dragging their feet by ignoring the full 
impact of arteriosclerosis. 

“You find what causes arteriosclerosis and you‘11 win a 
Nobel Prize,'' said one Cleveland doctor. 

THIS IS A GRADUAL, progressive clogging of one or more 
of the three major arteries which serve the heart with blood 
oxygenated by the lur.gs. 

No single cause has been identified for the phenomenon 


which deprives the heart of blood. 

There are indications that some of the deadly contributors 
are cigarette smoking, tension, a diet heavily laden with 
saturated fats (those which harden at room temperature) 
and the sedentary life. 

Revascularization, or the re-plumbing procedure by which 
Cleveland Clinic surgeons bypass the blocked arteries when 
possible by splicing in spare parts saphenous veins from the 
thigh and a mammary arter, is still controversial but most 
popular development. 

The same or similar procedure is performed in other 
centers at Houston, Miami, the Mayo Clinic at Rochester, 
Minn There have been other bypass techniques using plastic 
to replace arteries and research efforts at reaming out the 
arteries. 

ALL OF THEM mean open heart surgery, a frightening 
prospect to the layman. There is a fear of fear, a fear of the 
unknown to weigh against the fear of taking your chance that 
the next lawn you mow may be your last. 

I went the full route because the promise of a fuller life was 
better than the tether, the result of two heart attacks five 
years ago. 

There is the waiting period between diagnosis in non- 


emergency cases and surgery — sometimes months. So I 
read everything I could get on the procedure, a mistake 

Published research told of the low r mortality rate, 2.8 per 
cent for a single bypass, 3.2 per cent for two or more and only 
22 deaths in 22,000 coronary cineangiography (diagnostic 
procedure) at Cleveland. 

Faith is a psychic necessity and any odds less than 100 per 
cent success are intolerable. 

NINE DAYS AFTER surgery, the stitches come out and 
the patient gets his passport — a pocketsized personalized 
book of restrictions and prescriptions during recovery, the 
passport to a new life. 

And on Surgery Plus 10, Dr. John B Garvey arrived at 8:20 
a m. to make the final stethescope check and to state the 
odds. It is a time of rising expectations. 

“Your chances of dying have just been reduced from 62 to 
15 per cent,” he said. “You’ll outlive your heart disease." 

Now', after recovery, I could jog and swim again and 
pursue the muse of the newspaper business without the fear 
of another spear in the chest or the restraint of the tether.

Wants the death penalty 
reinstated in Michigan 


One backer of capital punishment has 
decided that the only w-ay the death penalty is 
going to be reinstated is through some 
doorbell democracy. 

The legislature is not going to take the 
necessary first steps, according to rep. 
Kirby Holmes, R-Utica. 

So. Holmes, a first-term Macomb County 
legislator, said he is going to take the “should 
we or shouldn’t we have capitol punish- 
ment” question to the people. 

With help from the Conservate Party of 
Michigan, he will try to get 300,000 registered 
voters to sign petitions asking that the 
question be placed on the November 1974 
general election ballot. 

Holmes is proposing that the state con- 
stitution be changed so the death penalty is 
mandatory for convicted first degree mur- 
derers 

First degree murder is defined as a planned 
or premeditated murder. It would not include 
killings which happen during the heat of a 
fight or disagreement 

In April, Holmes and a group of pro-death 
penalty legislators were defeated in a move to 
force a capital punishment resolution to the 
floor of the House. 

Bottled-up in the House Constitutional 
Revision Committee, the resolution called for 
a referendum on capital punishment for 
murderers of firemen, police officers and 
certain other public officials. 

By refusing to allow his resolution to be 


devated on by the whole House, Holmes ac- 
cused his fellow legislators of reneging on 
their commitment to their constituants. 

The only alternative is to take the question 
to the people in the form of a petition drive for 
a referendum. Holmes said 

Needed to place the question on the ballot 
are approximately 256,000 signatures of 
registered voters, but to provide a cushion for 
signatures which might be declared invalid. 
Holmes said he is seeking 300,000. 

He said he wants to recruit 300 people or 
organizations who will make a commitment 
to gather 1,000 signatures apiece. 

Formal signature gathering will begin in 
September. Holmes said, when people are 
back from vacation 

The bulk of the signatures, he feels can be 
gathered by going doorbell-to-doorbell in the 
Tri-county Detroit Metropolitan area, 
composed of Macomb, Oakland and Wayne 
Counties 

“This is where the fervor for the issue (the 
death penalty) is the greatest,” Holmes said 

If finally enacted, he believes that capital 
punishment “for murder in the first degree 
would act as a deterent to some of the sen- 
seless killings we are witnessing throughout 
the state, especially in the citv of Detroit ” 

Michigan has done without capital punish- 
ment for 127 years, Holmes said. “The time 
has come to restore the utlimate penalty for 
the ultimate crime ” 


Probing the shortage 

State may regulate 
sale of gasoline

LANSING The skelton of a state plan to 
regulate the sale of gasoline is starting to 
emerge as complaints about gas shortage 
start to increase. 

State legislators and other state officials 
have been blanketed with stories about how 
the alleged shortage is threatening to close 
down factories, hamper farming and reduce 
tourist travel 

The outline of the proposed measures for 
state involvement in the gas crisis came to 
light during the presentation of a report to the 
Michigan Public Service Commission <PSC) 
on how the gas shortage is going to effect the 
transportation of school kids in Macomb, 
Oakland and Wayne Counties 
PREPARED BY THE school superin- 
tendents in the three counties, the report was 
presented to PSC Commissioner William R 
Ralls 

It gave statistical evidence on how gas 
supplies were being reduced and how gas 
prices were being increased to the school 
districts in the tri county area 
Ralls expressed his displeasure of the 
situation which could eventually force school 
districts to cutback on their school bus 
progra ms 

FIRST, III POINTED out that the PSC 
which regulates public utilities has no 
jurisdiction over gasoline supplies 
However Ralls described proposals which 
he told a delegation of superintendents would 
help alleviate vour problem ’’ 
legislation is being considered by a Joint 
senate House Committee on the Fuel Shor 
lago which he said “would prevent 
dist rimmatory pricing practices in the 
distribution and sale of gasoline and assign 


the PSC authority to regulate the pricing of 
gasoline." 

If these proposals are approved by the 
legislature, then, according to Ralls, “the 
state through the commission would have the 
power to examine and correct excessive and 
discriminatory gasoline prices such as may 
be occur ing in the Tri -County areas “ 
RALLS PROPOSED that a further action 
be taken, the establishment of a permanent 
authority to regulate the gasoline industry 
He mentioned a proposal being considered 
in Wisconsin which authorizes their public 
service commission to: 

Establish a system of certification for 
fuel suppliers 

Require full information by suppliers on 
their sources of supply 
—Declare the existence of emergency 
situations in regard to fuel supply and to take 
any actions, including mandatory allocation 
of fuels, necessary to alleviate fuel supply 
shortages 

Already in existence is a Fuels Task Force 
which is headed by State Commerce Director 
Richard Helmbrecht 

TIIE TASK FORCE which was appointed 
by Gov William G Milliken is charged with 
the responsibility of monitoring Michigan's 
fuel >upply and demand 
It is also authorized to work with the 
petroleum industry to coordinate the 
allocation of gasoline supplies to meet fuel 
needs and to make recommendations to 
Mdhken for further action 
Whatever is done. Ralls promised that the 
PM will be working with the other govern 
mental efforts to develop a state energy 
policy ”

No-fault auto insurance is on the wav' 

A recent Michigan Supreme Court advisory 
opinion stated that the no-fault law passed by 
the Legislature last year is constitutional 
This cleared away the last legal road block to 
implementation of the new law' 

Preparations are now under way by a 
number of organizations to provide for a 
smooth transition to the new form of in- 
surance A No-Fault Insurance Information 
Council has been established with its mem- 
Ihts appointed by the State Insurance 
Commissioner The purpose of this Council 
will be to provide information to the media on 
all aspects of the new law 
The Council is currently in the process of 
developing informational packets to be 
distributed to newspapers, radio and tv 
stations that will include brochures ex- 
plaining the new- law. tv and radio spots and 
other information on no-fault This program 
will be financed by the 283 auto insurance 
companies in Michigan

Choosing insurance 

Hopefully, with all this information about 
no-fault going around, every Michigan 
motorist should have enough information 
about the new law to make an intelligent 
decision when choosing their auto insurance 
policy 

However, to make sure that you get the 
correct information on no-fault. I d like to 
take this opportunity provided by The Daily 
Eagle to explain the major aspects of the new 
law 

No-fault auto insurance is designed to 
provide faster, more equitable settlements to 
persons involved in an automobile accident It 
will do this by having your insurance com- 
pany provide you with a prompt financial 
settlement after you are involved in an ac- 
cident. regardless of whose fault the accident 
was, 


Will receive letters 

In addition to this, every insured driver in 
the state will receive a letter from his or her 
iasurance company explaining what type of 
policy w ill be offered by I hat company, the 
kinds of options that will be available, ap- 
proximate cost and other important in- 
formation 

The Secretary of States department will 
also be sending out a one page informational 
leaflet with their annual mailing of vehicle 
registration applications These leaflets 
stress the fact that all owners of cars, trucks 
and trailers must have no-fault insurance 
after October 1 

A special leaflet is being sent to those 
motorists w ho paid the $45 uninsured motorist 
foe when they last bought license plates 
warning them that under the new law. the $45 
uninsured motorists fee will no longer be 
available as an alternative to buying auto 
insurance 

Several other organizations, including 
labor unions, consumer and business groups 
are also expected to put out informational 


By eliminating the time involved in going to 
court to obtain a financial settlement (some 
court cases can drag on for two or three years 
before any settlement is made) no-fault will 
providi faster payment of claims 

A fair share 

By eliminating the lawyer's fees and other 
court costs, no fault w ill make sure that the 
claimant will gel more of his or her financial 
settlement 

Specifically, the new law calls for unlimited 
medical and rehabilitation benefits. $1,000 
funeral benefit wage loss benefits equivalent 
to your regular salary minus 15 per cent (to 
make up for the fact that there is no income 
tax on insurance benefits) w ith a maximum 
of Si.ooo a month for a total of three years; up 
to $20 per day for nonwage earner 
replacement services Hike child care or 
housekeeping! for up to three years. 

Insurance experts predict that the average 
persons insurance rates will stay about the 
>ame or decrease slightly However, the 
average car owner will also receive an in 
crease in benefits under no-fault 


States to heart disease. 

There is an unspoken reverence here for the surgeons, 
headed by Dr. Donald B. Effler and for the developer of the 
procedure. Dr. Rene G. Favaloro There is a remarkable 
lack of status symbols. 

The other bypass surgeons, Drs. Laurence K. Groves, 
Floyd D Loop and Chalit Cheanvechai are listed as staff 
members. They perform eight to 10 operations daily. 

It is a simple operation in format, though life and death are 
never very far apart, and it is Effler’s goal to make it readily 
available in community and state hospitals. Cleveland is also 
a training ground for surgeons. 

STATISTICS ARE tentative since the procedure has been 
used in volume only since 1968 The only available research, 
conducted by Dr William B Proudfit, surveyed 1,000 
Cleveland patients 

Proudfit showed that 62 per cent of those with triple vessel 
disease died within five years. The death figure dropped to 35 
per cent for those with double-vessel disease and to 15 per 
cent for those with single-vessel disease. 

But. — and here's where the choice is made — 30 per cent of 
all cases died before receiving medical attention and 20 per 
cent died in the hospital. 

THUS A SUDDEN burst of energy, a slide into second 
perhaps, if you have arteriosclerosis up to an operable 
percentage or greater, carries with it a 50-50 chance of death. 
The alternative, the tether, is worse. 


King of Spades 
completes 
his last ' flight '

The Associated Press dispatch said: “Capt. Eddie 
Rickenbacker, a grade school dropout who survived 
dogfights with the Red Baron to become a World War I flying 
ace and the guiding genius behind Eastern Airlines, died 
today in Zurich, Switzerland." 

Capt .‘Eddie died July 27, but his legend as America’s "Ace 
of Aces” during the first world war will remain as the life 
story of a man of compassion toward his fellow man — in- 
cluding enemy German pilots he knocked out of the skies 
over France 

IN A POCKETBOOK version of his bestseller "Ricken- 
backer” story, the Ace said: "I experienced a sensation of 
actual pleasure when I saw my enemy bail out of his plane 
and float safely to earth I never waned to kill men, only to 
destroy machines. It seemed the enemy cared more for its 
men than our higher headquarters cared about ours." 

In the Fawcett publication, Rickenbacker explains how 
American pilots died with their flaming machines because 
someone higher up in the comannd didn’t think pilots were 
worth the cost to devise them small parachutes for their 
safety. 

But his statement of wanting to destroy machines, not men 
— best depicts the character of the man called Capt. Eddie 
Rickenbacker. 

He also writes about the exploits of the great Red Baron 
himself, Manfred von Richthofen. The Red Baron was 
credited with downing more than 80 French, British and 
American planes. On his try for No. 81, the German "Ace of 

Aces" was shot down. 

IN ONE OF THE chapters, he writes: “Surrounded by 
three scarlet-nosed plans of the Red Baron, the Heavens 
seemed quite crowded with the three dancing Fokkers. 

"After a time, an opportunity came to try to outrun them, 
and with the motor full open and the nose straight down, I 
looked back and saw them fading in my rear.” 

Rickenbacker got his lieutenant’s commission after only 12 
practice flights in the fragile Spads 

He shot down his first plane with a machine gun on April 29, 
1918; while flying with the famed American 94th Hat-In-The- 
Ring Aero Pursuit Squadron 

AND AS HE MENTIONED in his book, there were no 
parachutes The primitive propelled Spads had engines less 
sophisticated than the gasoline power mower in your garage. 

Before the war ended. Rickenbacker blasted down 21 
German planes and five observation baloons 

And on more than one occasion, Rickenbacker met the Red 
Baron head-on ... almost propeller to propeller 

Long after his airwar pursuit days, Rickenbacker showed 
he was equally adept at being successful in private en- 
terprise — especially the guiding of Eastern Airlines. 

FOR THOSE WHO REMEMBER the World War I era, 
Capt Eddie Rickenbacker was the epitome of every Walter 
Mitty’s dream. 

.And those who recall the early days of our entry into World 
War II, they remember how Capt. Eddie and seven other 
men survived 24 days on a life craft in the Pacific after their 
B17 ran out of fuel on Oct. 21 , 1942 

The year before his harrowing experience in the Pacific, 
the King of the Spads was critically injured when a passenger 
airliner crashed near Atlanta, Ga. 

When found by rescue teams, he was still strapped to his 
mangled seat — and pinned under the body of a dead 
passenger 

RICKENBACKER S DEATH closes the book on a career of 
excitement and danger that triggered the “Ace of Aces” to 
say in 1970: "I’ve cheated the old Grim Reaper seven times 
that I know of ..." 

Now that Capt Eddie has left us. the 471-page pocketbook 
on his life means much more It’s a story about a man of 
adventure who found pleasure in seeing ms enemy tioat 
safety to earth That’s why old German pilots hold Ricken- 
backer in the same high esteem the famed Red Baron is 
revered.

A delightful summer drink 
that can also double for 
dessert is the shrub, a 19th 
century concoction that won 
plaudits from author William 
Makepeace Thackeray 

This union of sweetened 
fruit juices and wine or liquors 
cooling, not filling and easy to 
make. It also is an excellent 
refresher to mix for yourself 
on the spur of the moment or 
to prepare in advance for a 
party In fact the concoction 
that earned Thackeray’s 
endorsement as “the best 
drink that ever was,” should 
draw compliments from 20th 
centurv sippers. 

In the early days shrub was 
aged in glass or wood contain- 
ers, then strained and served 
on festive occasions In this 
era, before modern 
refrigeration, one of the ad- 
vantages of shrub as a punch 
was that it kept well the year 
round because of its alcohol 
content . 

An 1831 cookbook published 
in Virginia promised that its 
cherry’ shrub “will keep all 
summer in a dry, cool place, 
and is delicious mixed with 
water ” 

There has been speculation 
that the name shrub indicated 
that the drink was first con- 
sumed at garden parties or 
that the orginal fruit used was 
grown on the hash. But the 

most plausible explanation 
seems to be that it is derived 
from the Arab word Sharab 
meaning “drink” Tins is also 
the root of the word sherbert 

Almost any kind of fruit can 
be used to make shrub, and in 


the early days it was often 
made with a rum base . An 1836 
recipe for shrub declared 
“the shrub is indifferent 
unless the rum is good.”’ 

In making shrub, one should 
pre-chill as many of ihe in- 
gredients as possible Put the 
fruit of your choice through a 
blender or juicer If a blender 
is used, strain the juice to re- 
move all solid fibers As a 
sweetener you can use a 
simple syrup, fruit jellies or 
bottled syrups Or you can 
drain the juice from frozen or 
canned fruits, if the flavor is 
compatible with the fresh fruit 
used The ripeness of the fruit 
will determine the amount of 
sweetener that should be 
added 

Shrub should be served in a 
chilled pitcher, carafeor large 
brandy inhaler Smother the 
drink in crushed ice like a 
mint julep Clear glass shows 
off the bright hues of the 
strawberry, grape, plum 
cherry or other fruit juices, 
used To round out the drink, 
fill each individual glass with 
carbonated water or cham- 
pagne. also icy cold Garnish 
the creation with mint sprigs, 
whole berries or fruit slices 
that go well with the drink. 

Here is a shrub recipe that 
should brighten a drowsy 
summer afternoon 


RASPBERRY SHRUB 

3 cups fresh raspberries. 1 cup 
raspberry jelly. 8 ounces 
raspberry liquor, 6 ounces 
cognac 6 ounces bcnedictine 
and brandy Juice of 3 lemons. 
Remove stems from the 


fresh raspberries, put through 
blender with the jelly and 
strain. Return to blender, add 
other ingredients and blend 
well Pour into large container 
and refrigerate until ready to 
serve. After pouring into in- 
dividual glasses, add 
champagne at last minute to 
taste Garnish with un- 
stemmed raspberries. Serves 
10 to 12 person

'Grub look' losing 
popularity at EMU 


The “Super Grub Look’ of 
faded Levis and old flannel 
work shirts is losing its 
popularity and is being 
replaced by the ‘Early 1900’s 
Look* in college classrooms. 

This is an analysis of fall 
campus fashions by Betty 
Bornemeier and Joy Hansen, 
clothing specialists in the 
Eastern Michigan University 
home economics department. 

“The ‘Grub Look’ will never 
be completely replaced." said 
Mrs Bornemeier. “but more 
students will dress up for class 
and the girls will wear more 
feminine clothing ” 

“The change will be most 
evident with the girls,” Mrs 
Hansen predicted. “They will 
wear coordinated outfits like 
full-legged pants and mat- 
ching jackets. Long dresses 
may even return but the 
shorter skirt should remain 
popular. Male fashions will 
also be more coordinated . " 

The ‘Early 1900’s Look’ is 
also called the Soft* or 
‘Romantic Look’ It consists of 
soft, easy -care fabrics for both 
men and women There will be 
lace and ruffles for W'omen 
and pastel colors for men The 
style is influenced by the first 
three decades of the century 
WHATEVER THE style, 
freshmen w ill spend much less 
lime and money preparing a 
college wardrobe than the 
student in the 1950’s did. ac- 
cording to the EMU 
specialists 

It was not unusual for a 
student from a middle-income 
family to spend $600 in 
clothing for the first year of 
college Expensive lists were 
compiled for a complete 
change in wardrobe 
“The freshman in the 1970’s 
has a much better idea of what 
to expect in all areas of college 
life including clothing." Mrs 
Bornemeier said “He can 
wear what he wore in high 
school There is much more

Functional clothing that is 
eas> to care for and com- 
fortable rule the selections of 
today’s student. Budget lists 
are not needed as the Army 
Surplus outlet may attract as 
many student shoppers as an 
exclusive clothing store 

The winer coat is probably 
the biggest investment a 
student will make. Few 
students will buy formal 
clothes 

"There is no real need for 
formal clothing in school,” 
Mrs Hansen said. “Not one 
student in my clothing con- 
struction class last year had a 
dress at school They left them 
at home Casual wear was all 
they ever needed." 

The specialists agree that 
there will be fads in fashion 
like “hot pants’ but that the 
student will not let fashion 
experts’ dictate clothing 
styles and will select clothes 
for self-expression

Rep seeks blood bank ban 


Legislation designed to curb 
the incidence of hepatitis 
resulting from blood trans- 
fusions was introduced 
recently in the state senate by 
Sen William Faust, D- 
Westland. 

"Thousands of people die 
each year from hepatitis after 


receiving transfusions of 
virus-tainted blood," Faust 
said. 

Recent surveys also show 
that hepatitis in the blood of 
paid donors occurs in about 30 
cases per 1.000 as compared to 
3 cases per 1,000 among 
volunteers, according to 
Faust 


"In view of such statistics, I 
believe that my legislation to 
regulate the purchase of blood 
from a donor will provide 
needy Michigan users 
meaningful protection," he 
added. 

Faust said that "com- 
mercial" blood is often ob- 


tained from alcoholics who 
sell their blood so that they 
can buy liquor 

"These men often live in the 
most unsanitary conditions 
and are quite likely to trans- 
mit infections," Faust said 

"This problem might not be 
so severe if we had an

Dr. E. Forrest Chapman of 
Huron River Drive, who has 
offices on Bibbins St., in 
Romulus, recently returned 
from Washington where he 
studied the X-rays and 
photographs. 

He said a study made of the 
X-rays and photographs 
jggest there was more than 
one gunman involved in the 


President s death Chapman 
also is a deputy Wayne County 
Medical examiner. 

The photographs were made 
available to interested 
specialists in October, 1971. 

CHAPMAN said Monday 
that he agrees with the con- 
clusion reached last August by 
Pittsburge Coroner Dr Cyril 
Wecht 

Dr Wecht, who is coroner 
for Pittsburgh and Alleghany 
County, was the first critic of 
the Warren Commission’s 
report on the assassination to 
be allowed to see the autopsy 
photos. 

Those conclusions suggest 


that a second person besides 
Lee Harvey Oswald was 
shooting at the President, 
Wecht said 

The Warren Commission 
concluded after its in- 
vestigation that the bullet 
which struck the President in 
the neck was the one which hit 
former Texas Gov. John 
Connally, who was sitting next 
to Kennedy. 

CHAPMAN AND Wecht 
both say the angle of the 
bullet’s path through Ken- 
nedy’s neck made it unlikely it 
also, could have struck the 
governor. Both doctors said

While most people are 
highly particular in selecting 
their doctor, Faust said that 
few people are aware of the 
risks involved in the blood 
transfusions. 

"When a person is sick, he 
expects to get better through 
treatment. Few patients 
suspect that they may be 
exposed to the dangers of 
another disease," Faust said. 

The Center for Disease 
Control in Atlanta, Georgia 
estimated that hepatitis 
resulting from transfusions 
account for some 3,500 deaths

Walter Witten bach, 
Chairman of the Michigan 
State Agricultural

Department of Agriculture 
provides aerial photos of the 
lower peninsula of Michigan 
about every seven or eight 
years. The upper peninsula is 
surveyed by air at lesser in- 
tervals. 

The scales for the photos 
range from 3334 feet to the 
inch up to 300 feet to the inch. 
Prints cover four square miles 
unless a special order is filed. 

The costs are from $1.75 to 
$9 The private sale of aerial 
photos pays 80 per cent of the 
general cost for aerial 
photography. 

The photos can be be or- 
dered to exact scale so that 
accurate distance between 


given points may be obtained 
without ground measurement. 
Also, exact acreages may be 
determined for any given area 
such as fields, lakes, woods 
and other area. 

These photos are used ex- 
tensively for land-use plan- 
ning. urban development, 
drainage projects, and high 
layouts.

Other rate changes will take 
place in the graduate, 
medical, dental, public health, 
business and law' schools.

“While we are grateful for 
the increased state ap- 
propriation which now ap- 
pears imminent, it is not 
sufficient to meet the 
university’s needs without 
substantial additional in- 
come.” 

Every entering resident 
freshman undergraduate who 
has received an award of 
financial assistance from the 
university did so based upon 
an anticipated two term 
tuition rate of $740 Each

Airbags need testing 
automobile expert says 


Airbags are like the teen- 
ager who has just received his 
driver’s license. They show 
promise but need some on-the- 
road experience to determine 
how safe they will be in all 
situations. 

That appraisal of the con- 
troversial passive restraint 
devices is made by 
Automobile Club of 
Michigan's Motor News 
magazine. 

In drawing this conclusion, 
Motor News Editor Len 
Barnes interviewed several 
impartial safety experts as 
well as automotive 
executives. He also drove an 
airbag-equipped 1973 car for 
several weeks. 

"IT SHOULD be noted that 
even in each auto company, 
airbags have their passionate 
supporters and strong 
disapproves as to their 
readiness for instant in- 
stallation,” Barnes said. 

The present ambivalence 
towards airbags boils down to 
two basic conflicting at- 
titudes: 

—Adequate testing has been 
made to establish that airbags 
are effective and reliable 
accident safeguards and, as a 
result, are ready for mass 
installation. 

While early test results 
are encouraging, airbags have 
not been used on large enough 
scales to be conclusively 
analyzed. 

QUESTIONS particularly 
remain as to their ef- 
fectiveness in collisions other 
than frontal - especially in 
comparison to seat belts - and 
if they can be produced at a 
cost not prohibitive to the 
average motorist - consumer. 

Later this year or early in 
1974, airbags will be offered to 
the general public for the first 
time. General Motors (GM) 
plans to market 100,000 1974 
model cars equipped with 
airbags for the driver and 
front-seat passenger. 

TheGM move will come two 
model years before the federal 
government - as the law now 
stands - will require that new 
autos have passive restraints 
for all seat positions and that 
the restraints must pass 
prescribed tests for 30 m p h. 
head-on and 20 m.p.h. side- 
harrier crashes. 

Those who now favor wide- 
scale introduction of airbags 
include consumer advocate 
Ralph Nader and Allstate 
Insurance Company

Bill” law is in effect Gov 
William Milliken signed the 
law July 11 

The law states that “a 
person shall not transport or 


possess any alcoholic liquor in 
a container which is open, 
uncapped, or upon which the 
seal is broken, within the 
passenger compartment of a 
vehicle on the highways of this 
state 

if the vehicle does not have 
a trunk or compartment 
separate from the passenger 
compartment, a container 
which is open, uncapped, or 
upon which the seal is broken 
shall be encased or enclosed " 


According to Col John R 
Plants. Director of Michigan 
State Police, the law is ac- 
tually an amendment to the 
1933 Michigan statues dealing 
with liquor control and traffic 

"There is some confusion I 
think in the public mind about 
this law," Plants said "The 
law previously stated that you 
cannot consume alcoholic 
leverages on the highway 
This still is the case Only now. 


we have strengthened it by 
adding the open container' 
amendment to the existing 
law Hopefully this will help 
the enforcement problem 

"In the past, even though 
the intent of the law has been 
quite clear, an officer had to 
literally see a person drinking 
liquor, beer or any alcoholic 
beverages in the highway 
before an offense could he 
charged,"
